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OAKLAND, Calif.-When 
the Texas Rangers start the 
2012 playoffs -- whether 
that's Friday in a wild-card 
game or this weekend in 
the ALDS - 26-year-old 
Japanese pitcher Yu Dar- 
vishwill be on the mound. 
Manager Ron Washington 
confirmed that choice prior 
to Wednesday's game with 
the Oakland A's that will 
determine the AL West. 

Darvish, signed this off¬ 
season after the Rangers 
won the bidding rights for 
him and invested a total of 
about $107 million to get 
him in a Texas uniform, will 
be making his first postsea¬ 


son start. 

The rookie is 16-9 with 
a 3.90 ERA in 29 starts. 
He's thrown 191 1/3 in¬ 
nings and is third in the AL 
with 221 strikeouts. Op¬ 
ponents have hit just .220 
against Darvish, who had 
a start skipped last week 
because of a stiff neck, is 
healthy and ready to go. He 
pitched on Sunday and the 
neck felt fine as he gave up 
three runs in 6 2/3 innings 
for his eighth consecutive 
quality start in a no-deci- 
sion against the Angels. 

"He's our big-game 
pitcher," Washington said. 
"That's something he's al¬ 


ways been in his career." 

Since giving up six runs 
on 11 hits in a short start 
in Boston in early August, 
Darvish has been solid. 
Washington believes that 
start against the Red Sox 
was a turning point for Dar¬ 
vish, who has found his 
command and has pitched 
deep into games, giving his 
team a chance to win. 

"He's figured out how 
to use his repertoire now," 
Washington said. "He's re¬ 
laxed. He's confident." 

Darvish is 5-1 with a 2.35 
ERA in eight starts (57 1/3 
innings) since that Boston 


game. All of those outings 
have been quality starts, in¬ 
cluding games with Detroit, 
Tampa Bay and the Angels 
- teams that are in the 
playoffs or contended until 
the final days. 

"He finally found Yu Dar¬ 
vish," Washington said. 
"He was searching to find 
what he was capable of do¬ 
ing over here. I think he re¬ 
alized now that competing, 
being relaxed, trusting and 
believing (in his stuff) was 
what he needed. That's 
what he is when he's at 
his best. That goes for all 
pitchers when they are at 


their best. He had to find it." 

It's likely that Matt Har¬ 
rison starts the second 
game, though Washington 
hasn't made any announce¬ 
ments past Darvish starting 
the first playoff game. 

What Washington 

doesn't know is when 
Darvish will get the ball. 
That will be determined 
Wednesday, starting with 
how the Rangers do in their 
final game of the season 
against the Oakland A's. 
The winner is the division 
champion and will go to the 
ALDS this weekend. The 
loser will play Friday in a 
wild card game.

Rangers 



While they've already 
locked up a playoff spot, 
the Oakland Athletics sud¬ 
denly find themselves on 
the verge of overtaking the 
Texas Rangers. 

With the AL West title 
on the line, the surging 
Athletics try to sweep the 
Rangers as both clubs 
wrap up the regular season 
Wednesday. 


After clinching its first 
postseason berth in six 
years during Monday's se¬ 
ries opener, Oakland (93- 
68) pulled out a 3-1 vic¬ 
tory Tuesday to move into 
a first-place tie with Texas 
(93-68). 

"As long as we believe 
inside this clubhouse and 
we know we can get it 


done, we're going to do it. 
I honestly believe we're go¬ 
ing to win tomorrow," Grant 
Balfour said after recording 
his third save in as many 
days. "Nothing is guaran¬ 
teed, but it's about as good 
as. I believe we can go out 
and get it done." 

Jonny Gomes hit his 
18th homer for the A's, who 
were 13 games behind 


the Rangers on June 30 
but now have a share of 
first place for the first time 
since March 29. 

Winner of five in a row, 
Oakland is trying to be¬ 
come just the fifth team to 
win a division or pennant 
after trailing by at least 13 
games. 

"This isn't Game 7 of 
the World Series. It's not 
win or go home," Gomes 
said. "We're going to play 
loose. We're going to have 
fun and just continue to 
pass the torch. Hopefully 
tomorrow we get our pitch¬ 
ing, defense and homers. 
That's been it for us." 

The reigning two-time 
division champion Rang¬ 
ers, meanwhile, have 
dropped six of eight - with 
four of those losses com¬ 
ing to Oakland. 

"No one said it was go¬ 
ing to be easy," said man¬ 
ager Ron Washington, 
whose team had held sole 
possession of the division 
lead since April 9. 

"We started out to play 
162 games and now -- to¬ 
morrow “ it's 162. And 
we'll see what happens. 
We take it no different than 
we have been approach¬ 
ing it. We just haven't put 
our game together yet. To¬ 
morrow we have to put it 
together. If we don't put it 
together, we still go to the 
playoffs." 

The loser of this game 
enters the postseason as 
one of two AL wild-card 
teams and will have to win 
a one-game playoff against 
Baltimore or the New York 
Yankees in order to ad¬ 
vance. 

The A's have to be feel¬ 
ing good about giving the 
ball to rookie A.J. Griffin (7- 
1, 2.71 ERA), having won 


10 of his last 12 outings. 
The right-hander yielded 
one run over 5 2/3 innings 
Friday in an 8-2 victory 
over Seattle, improving to 
3-0 with a 2.52 ERA in sev¬ 
en starts by the Bay. 

"That's the fun part of the 
business, you get to pitch 
in games that matter, espe¬ 
cially this time of year," said 
Griffin, who has limited op¬ 
ponents to a .190 average 
at home. 

Griffin was terrific in his 
only matchup versus Tex¬ 
as, giving up two hits and 
two walks over six score¬ 
less innings in a 4-3 road 
loss June 29. 

The Rangers counter 
with Ryan Dempster (7-3, 
4.64), who has been very 
good recently as long as 
he's not facing the Los An¬ 
geles Angels. He lost to 
them for the second time in 
September on Friday and 
allowed a combined nine 
runs over nine innings in 
those starts, giving up 13 
hits and seven walks. Not 
counting those games, he's 
won six consecutive out¬ 
ings while posting a 2.04 
ERA. 

Including his time with 
the Chicago Cubs, Demp¬ 
ster has a 2.78 ERA on the 
road this season - sixth- 
best in the majors among 
qualified starters. 

In his only career ap¬ 
pearance against Oakland, 
Dempster allowed two runs 
over 6 2/3 innings of the 
Cubs' 6-2 victory June 16, 
2010 . 

Texas slugger Josh 
Hamilton has not homered 
in eight straight games to 
remain stuck on 43, one 
shy of Miguel Cabrera's 
AL lead but needing two to 
possibly prevent the Detroit 
star from winning the Triple 
Crown. 
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Lakers’ Dwight Howard practices 


EL SEGUNDO, Calif. - Just 
more than five months removed 
from back surgery, Dwight Howard 
played in the Los Angeles Lakers' 
first practice of the season Tues¬ 
day without limitation, participating 
in the same set of drills and activi¬ 
ties as his teammates. 

While Howard already has been 
ruled out of the Lakers' preseason 
opener Oct. 7, according to the 
team, the All-Star center said he 


wants to play in an exhibition or 
two before the regular season tips 
off Oct. 30. 

"Hopefully, I'll be back for some 
preseason games," Howard said. 
"I think we're going to need it for 
chemistry and all that stuff. But, 
like I said. I'm not going to rush it. 
I'm going to continue to practice. 
We've had some great practices. 
Today was really good, so I'm hap- 
py." 
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A source who witnessed How¬ 
ard at the portion of practice that 
was closed to the media described 
Howard's level of play to ESPNLo- 
sAngeles.com as "unbelievable." 

"He was dunking everything in 
sight," the source said. "He looks 
like he can play in an NBA game 
today." 

Howard said he was not sur¬ 
prised to be going full tilt consider¬ 
ing how hard he has been training 
leading up to the start of camp. But 
Howard's effort did catch at least 
one of his teammates off guard. 

"He worked just as much as 
everybody else, so that was 
good," Pau Gasol said. "I 
didn't expect that to hap¬ 
pen today." 

Lakers coach Mike 
Brown said Howard had 
been working out six 
days a week at the prac¬ 
tice facility with assistant 
coaches Darvin Ham and 
Chuck Person for the past 
month. 

While the Lakers did 
not run any live 5-on-5 
full-court contact drills 
during Tuesday's ini¬ 
tial practice, How¬ 
ard was involved in 
contact situations of 
2-on-2, 3-on-3 and I 
1-on-1. 

"He looked good," 

Brown said. 

As impressive as 
Howard was. Brown 
said the decision 
as to when How¬ 
ard makes his 
debut will be up 
to the Lakers' 
training staff. 

"Whenever 
he's ready, 
he'll be 
ready," 

Brown 
said. 

"It's our 
trainers' 
jobs. Our 
trainers 
do a terrific 


job of it. They're out here the whole 
practice and if they feel they need 
to pull him out of it, they'll pull him 
out." 

Ultimately, Howard tried to mea¬ 
sure expectations as to when his 
first game appearance will occur. 

"All I know is that we had a great 
practice today," Howard said. "I 
don't know the date when I'm going 
to return, but I'm looking forward to 
(Wednesday's) practice to see how 
my body feels when I wake up. 

"We can only go by time right 
now and see how I feel after prac¬ 
tice.
